Thicket Installed on the Sally and Bill Van Allen Terrace at the Mint Uptown, Thicket is 
made of highly polished stainless steel rods and cast iron filings from Tom Joyce's 
previous projects since 1977. Trained as a blacksmith in El Rito, New Mexico, the artist's 
fascination with forging iron led to his exploration of techniques and the material itself in 
functional object making, sculpture, and public art installations, including the National 
September 11 Memorial & Museum in New York City.
